Spanish  Applaud  Ike’s  Visit  Plans 


MADRID,  Nov.  12 — (UPI) — Spaniards  to- 
day cheered  the  news  of  President  Eisenhow- 
er’s impending  visit  as  positive  proof  that 
Spain  has  found  acceptance  in  the  Western 
family  of  nations. 

Not  since  Generalissimo  Francisco  Franco 
held  border  talks  with  Adolf  Hitler  and  Benito 
Mussolini  in  1941  has  Spain  been  approached 
by  a world  leader  of  Eisenhower’s  stature. 

THE  ANNOUNCEMENT  yesterday  that  the 
President  would  add  Spain  to  his  itinerary  on 
his  December  European  and  Asian  tour  came 
as  a surprise  to  Spaniards.  But  it  was  a wel- 
come surprise. 

“I  am  most  delighted  with  the  news  of  the 


Eisenhower  visit,”  Finance  Minister  Mariano 
Navarro  Rubio  told  United  Press  International. 

“I  AM  SURE  the  Spanish  people  will  offer 
him  the  warm  welcome  to  which  he  is  en- 
titled,” he  added. 

Only  in  the  past  few  years,  partly  due  to 
Spain’s  unswerving  anti-Communism  and  the 
aid  of  the  United  States,  has  Spain  begun  to 
return  to  the  inner  circle  of  Western  nations. 

Public  Works  Minister  Jorge  Vigon’s  com- 
ment was  typical  of  Spanish  reaction  to  the 
Eisenhower  visit  announcement. 

“THIS  VISIT  will  be  a great  satisfaction  to 
Spain,”  he  said.  “I  greatly  admire  the  figure  of 
General  Eisenhower  who  already  belongs  to 
history.” 
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Senate  Creates  Apathy 

Last  evening’s  Senate  meeting  was  a good  example 
of  irresponsible  student  government.  It  certainly  did 
more  to  enhance  student  apathy  toward  government  than 
to  stir  up  enthusiasm. 

It  is  no  wonder  voting  percentages  are  low!  Student 
government  in  the  Senate  was  in  this  instance  conducted 
in  a closet.  Students  naturally  would  feel  little  need  to 
vote  in  elections,  because  from  this  example  they  obviously 
do  not  have  enough  control  over  what  their  leaders  do. 

Elected  leaders  should  remember  the  source  of  their 
authority:  The  students. 

PEOPLE’S  RIGHT  TO  KNOW 

Since  when  does  the  product  say  to  the  creator,  you 
do  not  have  a right  to  know  what  I am  doing  in  your  name. 
Within  the  limits  of  libel  laws,  the  electorate  has  an  in- 
herent right  to  know  everything  their  representatives 
officially  do. 

Students  should  urge  senators  to  adopt  a permanent 
rule  that  all  sessions  are  open  to  students  and  press.  Other- 
wise, in  spring  elections  candidates  favorable  to  open 
sessions  should  be  elected. 

Bouquets  to  the  Senate’s  “after  the  fact”  repentance, 
deciding  to  release  the  details  of  the  debate  in  closed 
session.  But  the  principle  remains  the  same.  The  students 
and  press  should  not  be  subjected  to  secondary  sources 
for  information.

BYl/  Receives 
$50,000  Grant 
From  Kennecoft 

Kennecott  Copper  Company 
recently  awarded  the  Brigham 
Young  University  Chemistry 
Dept,  a S50.000  grant.  Dr.  Tracy 
Hall,  director  of  BYU  Research 
Division,  announced  Thursday. 

THE  GR.^NT  is  for  continua- 
tion of  research  on  leaching  sul- 
fide minerals.  Leaching  is  a nro- 
cess  by  which  copper  is  recov- 
ered from  water  which  has  run 
over  copper  ore. 

For  several  years,  Dr.  Loren 
C.  Bryner,  professor  of  chemis- 
try at  BYU,  has  headed  the  sul- 
fide leaching  project.  This  is  the 
second  major  grant  made  for  this 
research. 

BYU  SCIENTISTS  are  cred- 
ited with  discovering  bacteria 
which  were  changing  the  insol- 
uble copper  sulfide  minerals  into 
soluble  copper  sulfate,  which 
will  yield  pure  copper  in  the 
leaching  process.

A UNIQUE  food-serving  de- 
vice called  a “lazy  susan”  is  the  j 
most  interesting  decorative  and  ! 
utilitarian  innovation. 

A feature  part  of  the  snack 
bar,  the  lazy  susan  is  the  only 
rotating  food  server  in  Utah  and 
possibly  in  the  Intermountain 
West. 

THE  LAZY  SUSAN  makes  it 
possible  for  students  to  buy  good, 
economical  salads  from  the  snack 
bar  which  he  could  not  purchase 
there  previous  to  the  machine’s 
installation. 

Breakfast  fruits  and  juices  are 
temptingly  displayed  on  the  ta- 
ble during  the  morning  hours. 
Lunch  and  dinner  items  include 
fresh  salads  and  cream  pies  in 
addition  to  fruits  and  juices. 

ALL  FOODS  ARE  attractiv- 
ely arranged  and  placed  in  a 
bed  of  ice  to  keep  them  cold. 
The  lazy  susan  is  constructed  of 
aluminum  and  is  well  insulated 
to  keep  the  ice  from  melting.

Stan  Watts,  Brigham  Young  University  basketball  coach, 
starts  his  11th  year  as  head  mentor  of  one  of  the  most  respect- 
ed teams  in  the  nation  this  December. 

Even  though  there  have  been  brighter  pre-season  outlooks 
than  there  is  this  year,  Coach  Watts  isn’t  too  worried.  There 
have  been  years  when  it  looked  like  the  Cougars  would  go  no 
where,  but  it  always  seems  that  Coach  Watts  comes  up  with  a 
winning  team. 

CLOSE  CALLS 

Matter  of  fact,  in  a decade  as  head  coach,  Watts  hasn’t  had 
a losing  season,  although  he  came  close  in  the  1954-55  and 
1957-58  campaigns.  His  team  record  for  these  two  years  were 
13  wins,  13  losses,  but  both  times  the  Cougars  grabbed  second 
place  in  the  Skyline  standings. 

Contrast  this  to  last  year  when  the  Cats  won  15  contests 
while  losing  only  11,  and  ending  up  in  fourth  place  in  Skyline 
standings.  This  was  the  lowest  BYU  ever  finished  under  Watts.. 

TOUGHEST  EVER 

“This  year’s  schedule  is  the  toughest  we  have  ever  had,” 
says  the  congenial  Watts.  Even  with  this  task  before  them,  the 
players  assured  Watts  that  this  won’t  be  a losing  season. 

Number  one  of  the  list  of  toughies  for  BYU  is  Washington, 
perennial  power  house  of  the  Northwest,  who  the  Cougars 
must  face  in  a two-night  home  stand.  Then  the  Cats  travel  to 
Los  Angeles  where  they  face  UCLA  and  USC  on  two  successive 
nights,  use  has  its  starting  five  returning  from  last  year,  and 
UCLA  is  always  tough. 

COUGAR  RESOURCES 

What  does  Coach  Watts  have  to  combat  this  schedule? — 
Five  hustling  starters  led  by  Gary  Earnest  and  Dave  Eastis. 

These  two  veterans  are  the  only  ones  returning  that  saw 
any  kind  of  action  last  season.  Eastis  was  injured  part  of  the 
year  and  didn’t  see  as  much  as  he  should  have,  so  this  leaves 
the  role  of  experience  up  to  Earnest  who  could  develop  into  one 
of  the  sharpest  shooting  guards  in  the  conference. 

MISSION  CALLS 

Bob  Skousen,  Sherril  Berrett,  and  Rickie  S^umway  were 
all  supposed  to  return  this  season,  but  all  three  were  called 
on  missions.  Then  to  make  things  worse,  Timo  Lampen,  the 
Finland  flash,  who  was  the  standout  on  the  freshman  team, 
decided  not  to  come  back  to  school  this  year.

Watts  picks  Utah  to  be  on  top 
in  the  Skyline  with  Denver  and 
Montana  pushing.
